Jenkins is an open source continuous integration tool written in Java. The project was 
forked from Hudson after a dispute with Oracle. 

Jenkins provides continuous integration services for software development. It is a 
server-based system running in a servlet container such as Apache Tomcat. It supports 
SCM tools including AccuRev, CVS, Subversion, Git, Mercurial, Perforce, Clearcase and 
RTC, and can execute Apache Ant and Apache Maven based projects as well as 
arbitrary shell scripts and Windows batch commands. The primary developer of Jenkins 
is Kohsuke Kawaguchi. Released under the MIT License, Jenkins is free software. 

Builds can be started by various means, including being triggered by commit in a 
version control system, scheduling via a cron-like mechanism, building when other 
builds have completed, and by requesting a specific build URL. 

This is a list of professional service providers that are specifically focused on Jenkins. 

Travis CI is a hosted continuous integration and deployment system. There are two versions of it, 
travis-ci.com for private repositories, and travis-ci.org for public repositories. 

Circled is a hosted Continuous Integration (CI) and Continuous Deployment service for teams making 
web applications, in particular Ruby, Node, Python, PHP, Java, and a few others. That means we've 
focused a lot on that: it's a hosted service, it's incredibly fast, and most of our features are about 
making teams more productive. As an example, we allow you to SSH into our build machines, which is 
really useful to debug. 

Codeship.The most similar service to us is Codeship. They recently added support for non-Rails 
projects. Wercker is similar too, though it's in beta so I haven't tried it. TravisCI is also similar as its a 
hosted service, but its product has a lot of features that support open source. 

ship and HostedCI are aimed at mobile. They provide TestFlight integration, which the others don't, as 
well as builds for iOS and Android. 

Shippable.free hosted cloud service for continuous integration and deployment of public and private 
repos. Free for Github public AND private repos both
